ourſelves entirely to his Pleaſure: No, no, it 
will ſuffice if you teach him only to run over 
"a ſet Form of Words, as faſt as he can; that 
will be enough to make you fit down ſatis- 
' fied that you have done your Duty to- 
' wards him; and will make him, when he 
grows up, think „either that there is nothing 
at all in Religion, or, that bearing a mere 
outſide Shew, and performing the Ceremo- 
"nies of it will be ſufficient: Thus ſhall I

vent you from furniſhin g yourſelves with dhe 
Means of Improvement. If any Gentleman 
of your Congregation ſhould be pleaſed with 
you, and make you welcome at his Houſe, 
he may, perhaps, be a wicked Man, and 
then you miiſt be careful never to reprove, 
nor even to preach! againſt thoſe Crimes of 
which he is guilty; elſe I ſhall ſtir him up to 
forbid you” his Houſe, and not only ſo, but 
alſo to get you xurned out of your Curacy; ;

mire his Failings : If you are careful to, do 
thus, and be hearty in my Cauſe, it will have 
the Effect I defire upon the whole Pariſh, 
baniſhing from their Minds all Love of Vir- 
tue, deſtroy every Principle of Honeſty, Ge- 
neroſity, Benevolence and Charity, and an 
univerſal Degeneracy ſhall ſpread itſelf eyery 
where, to-my.

But if you 
ſhould have the Misfortune, to he ſtrip d of 
your Living, or turn d out af your Curacy, 
and you find, there is nothing to he done by 
your Divinity, you may imitate;the Example 
of one of the Cloth, who now exhibits Lec- 
tures of Buffoonery on a; Sunday Evening, 
near L--1--n's Inn; a Wretch whoſe Merits 
would not procure him a Living in the Service

you of the Clergy, who raiſe not your 
Thoughts above the common Courſe of 
Things, let your Sermons be a Series of con- 
fuſed Nonſenſe; and read them over in a 
Manner proper to lull the Congregation to 
Neep. Let me perſwade all you of the 
Clergy, who have any Reſpect for me, to 
ſhun as you would the Plague, and as Per- 
ſons whom I utterly hate, thoſe of your Bre-

| him, dr His graceful and devout Beha- 
viour, hilft %e 1 18 performing divine Wor- 
(hip, ſtrikes all that are pre eſent with a pro- 
per Awe: : He, reads the Prayers with a De- 
liberation and Fervency becoming Creatures 
addreſſing their Creator; and ſo great an Ef- 
fe has it upon the Congregation, as to cauſe 
them all to join! him with Heart and Mind: 
His Sermons are fitly calculated to point out 
to Sinners the fatal Conſequences of vicious 
Courſes, to inſtruct the Ignorant in their 
Way to eternal Life, and full of Motives to 
Viaſs the Wavering to the Choice of fubſtan- 
tial Good: His well-choſen Exprefſions fink 
deep into the Minds of the Audience; and 
he delivers them with a majeſtic Sweetneſs 
which prejudices the Hearers in favour * 
whatever he ſhall ſay, and inclines them t 
comply with what he ſhall dictate to thats 
joined to an Energy becoming Truth, and 
ſtrong inconteſtable Arguments, ſtrikes home 


to the Conſciences of Sinners, and convinces 
gen thoſe 
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thoſe who before wereUnbelievers: He is a 
Phyfician not only to the Souls, but to the 
Bodies of thoſe Poor: about him, 'who can't 
afford to procure a regular one. He'often'fits 
like a Magiſtrate, and the whole Neighbour- 
hood round bring their Differences before 


him, and he decides them with the greateſt 


Equity, and generally to the Satisfaction of both 
Parties; making the Offenders aſhamed of 
what they have done amiſs. By his good Offi- 
ces he ſpreads Peace throughout the Pariſh, 

reconciling Enemies, and uniting all in one 
general Friendſhip. His Heart bounds with 
Joy when he has an Opportunity of ſaving a 
Family from Ruin, by lending them Money, 
Intereſt free, and aſſiſting them to follow their 
Buſineſs with Credit. Prudence alone ſets 
Limits to his charitable and beneficent Tem- 
per. His Chearfulneſs and affable Behaviour, 

make him a welcome Gueſt wherever he 


goes, being reſpected and beloved by all who 


know him ; even the moſt bluſtermg Repro- 
bate ſhrinks back into himſelf, and is over- 
aw d when in his Preſence: Malice itſelf finds 
no Room for Defamation in him. Theſe are 
the Lines of that hateful Character, the Oppo- 
ſites of which I would have you purſue.” '

Let me now give a few Directions to the 
Clergy of thoſe Parties who diſſent from the 
eſtabliſhed Church.

Teach 
them to have an Averſion to People of other 
Secs, not becauſe they are guilty of any evil 
Practices, but becauſe 'they go to Church, 
differ in Sentiments, becauſe they bow at 
the Name of Jeſus, or take the Sacrament 
kneeling, or go to hear Organs. Let Hy- 
pocriſy, the natural Conſequence of Pre- 
tences to extraordinary Sanctity, mingle 


itſelf in all your Actions. Let your pub- 


lick Worſhip be always of a long Duration, 
to ſhew that yon are never weary of good 
Things; it may be of Service to me by ma- 
king every body elſe weary of them, Let 


your Prayers be of an extraordinary Length, 


that ſo the younger Folks may be laid to 
ſleep, and the reſt be forced to turn their 


mn 
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In order to keep themſelves awake :. You 
need not be much concerned for Materials 
to prolong your Prayers, there are ſome 
Phraſes and Expreſſions which you may re- 

| peat twenty Times over, with a little Varia- 

tion; it will help to cheat thoſe over-religi- 

ous Perſons, who think that a great deal of 
Devotion lies in ſaying over thoſe and ſuch 
like Words, and thoſe of more Diſcern» 
ment will be offended, and they will intire- 
ly neglect your Houſe of Worſhip ; thus will 

my Intereſt be promoted. Rend your Ser- 
mons over in a dull, whining Tone, and let 
them be filled with Exclamations againſt 
Sin | The Loathſomeneſs of Sin! The eter- 
nal and . fiery. Torments which will be the 
Puniſhment of Sin! But give them no In- 
ſtructions how each one muſt perform the 
Duties of their reſpective Stations, ſo as to 
gain Applauſe both in Heaven and on Earth : 
You may tell them they muſt reſiſt my 
Temptations; but don't diſcloſe to them the 
ſecret Ways by which thoſe Temptations 
ſteal upon them, and at length force them to 

comply; nor point out to them the firſt 
Riſe and Progreſs of vitious Habits, for if 
ye do, it will make them guard againſt my 
ron ar. and conquer me whilſt my 

L 


Power 
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Power over them is but weak, twill teach 
them to cruſh every finful Inclination in its 
firſt Appearance, and to watch, leſt at any 
tune they are caught by my. Devices; this 
would be a heavy Stroke againſt my Em- 
pire. You may alſo in your Sermons inveigh 
againſt all other parties but your own, ad- 
vancing it for a Truth, that no Salvation is 
to be obtain d by any except they hold your 
Faith; and ingraft in your young Folks the 
fame Prejudices, that ſo they may preſerve 
thoſe narrow Principles as long as they live, 
It is by theſe Methods, that, to my great 
Joy, the Nation has, and will ſtill ſplit into 
Sects of various Denominations; I take care 
to foment Differences between them, and 
make them quarrel among themſelves. The 
Church ſhall exclaim againſt all who do not 
join in her Communion, calling them Here- 
ticks, and Enemies to true catholic Religion, 
and therefore Enemies to Chriſt the Head 
of the Church. The Presbyterians ſhall rail 
at all Church-Authority and Government; 
againſt Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Deans, Pre- 
bends, &c. declaring it tobe contrary to the. 
Deſign of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, and who- 
ever joins with them are out of their Road 
to eternal Life. The Baptiſis ſhall pronounce 
e 
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all loſt, who, regardleſs of eta 
Point of the Chriſtian Religian, neglect to 
be baptized when they come to mature 
Growth. The Quaters ſhall bar up the 
Road to Heaven, againſt all who do not wear 
a ſlouch d Hat, or have not been affected 
with the Workings of the Spirit. The 
Trinitarians, zealous for their Cauſe, ſhall | 
not allow thoſe to be Chriſtians who deny 
the Godhead of Fefus Chrift, and ſhall adjudge 
them to everlaſting Puniſhment who hold ſo 
damnable a Doctrine: Their Antagoniſts, 
animated with no leſs a Zeal, ſhall affirm, | 
that no Place amongſt the Bleſſed will be 
{pared to thoſe who are fo preſumptuous to j 
think that Chrift is equal to the Father. The | 
Methodifts ſhall exclude all from the Man- 
fions of Bliſs, who do not firmly believe, that 
the Blood of Chriſt alone is ſufficient to waſh 
away all their Sins, and make them holy: 
and declare thoſe to be in an unregenerate | 
State who ſet any Value upon good Works. 
Thus whilſt all Parties are fiercely contend- 
ing about Words and Faiths, I will bear away 
from them all that is ſubſtantial in Religion, 
or that is Praiſe-worthy in Chriſtianity, and 
leave them nothin 8 hey the Shadow to ſtrive 
about, 
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Ye Leaders and Founders of the laſt men- 
tioned Sect, ye need not be fearful of me; I
